Fritz  commented  that  while 
the  President  is  traveling  to 
foreign  countries  to  proclaim  the 
American  way  of  l{fe,  the  rep- 
resentatives are  “making  their 
beds”  in  the  nation’s  capital  and 
filibustering.  He  pointed  out  that 
one  representative  spoke  24 
hours  “merely  to  prevent  a 
group  of  people  from  voting.” 

FRITZ  TOLD  the  forum -goers 
that  three  or  four  years  ago  in 
Provo  the  civil  rights  situation 
was  “deplorable.”  He  told  of  a 
Nigerian  student  at  BYU  who 
had  to  live  in  the  attic  of  a 
Protestant  church  because  the 
people  of  Provo  would  not  rent 
their  apartments  to  a colored 
student.  Things  have  improved, 
he  said. 

It  was  brought  out  in  the 
meeting,  however,  that  Negro 
entertainers  were  not  signed  for 
last  year’s  junior  prom  because 
no  motel  or  hotel  would  permit 
them  to  stay  overnight. 

• AFTER  SAYING  that  the 
Negro  was  not  seeking  a social 
level  but  merely  an  equal  op- 
portunity on  merit  and  qualifi- 


cation, Fritz  told  of  incidents  in 
the  South,  including  the  recent 
situation  in  which  a Negro  girl 
was  hit  over  the  head  with  a 
baseball  bat  when  she  wanted  to 
be  served. 

“It  isn’t  democracy!”  Fritz  ex- 
claimed. “We’re  not  starting  re- 
prisals. . . but  we’ll  defend  our- 
selves,” he  added. 


U.S.  Moon 
To  Measure 
Radiations 


CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla., 
March  23  — (UPI)  — America 
fired  a pint-sized  satellite  to- 
ward an  orbit  around  earth  to- 
day to. study  bands  of  radiation 
which  could  pose  a deadly  threat 
to  manned  space  flight. 

The  satellite,  which  resembles 
a box  with  a pole  stuck  through 
its  center  went  up  at  6:35  a.m. 
(MST)  aboard  a four-stage  ifuno 
II  rocket.  Scientists  did  not  ex- 
pect to  know  for  several  hours 
whether  the  payload  had  reached 
its  planned  cigar-shap>ed  orbit. 

THE  35.3-POUND  satellite  — 
dubbed  Explorer  VIII  — was 
aimed  to  swing  33,000  miles 
away  from  earth  in  the  broadest 
study  yet  attempted  of  the  Van 
Allen  radiation  belts. 

Sources  said  the  rocket’s  third- 
stage  casing,  weighing  about  42 
pounds,  would  go  into  a tighter 
orbit,  ranging  from  200  miles  at 
its  nearest  approach  (perigee)  to 
earth  and  1,400  miles  (apogee) 
at  its  greatest  distance.  The  cas- 
ing contained  no  instruments. 

THE  PAYLOAD  itself  was  sent 
toward  an  orbit  that  would  carry 
it  once  around  earth  every  17 
hours,  to  within  200  miles  at 
perigee  and  to  within  1/7  of  the 
distance  to  the  moon’s  orbit  at 
apogee.  This  was  the  most  elon- 
gated ellipse  ever  attempted  by 
a U.  S.  earth  satellite. 

Swinging  28  degrees  north  and 
south  of  the  equator,  the  solar- 
powered  moonlet  would  carry  its 
five  radiation  detectors  through 
the  most  intense  regions  of  the 
Van  Allen  belts — one  ranging 
from  400  to  2.200  miles  above 
earth,  and  the  other  in  the  5,000- 
25,000-mile  range.

‘Insubordination’  Factor  Causes 
Police  Chief  Skousen’s  Release 

Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  J.  Bracken  Lee  said  in  Provo 
Tuesday  afternoon  that  the  dismissal  of  Police  Chief  W. 
Cleon  Skousen  was  for  “insubordination.” 

SKOUSEN  WAS  discharged  Monday  afternoon  by 
the  city  commission  by  a vote  of  3-2.  His  dismissal  took 
effect  immediately.  Three  assistant  chief  posts  in  the 
police  department  were  also  eliminated,  effective  April  1. 

Voting  to  discharge  the  police  chief  were  Mayor  Lee, 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  Public  Safety  Dept.;  Finance  Com- 
missioner Ted  Geurts  and  Water  Commissioner  J.  K. 
Piercey.  Parks  Commissioner  L.  C.  Romney  and  Streets 
Commissioner  Joe  L.  Christensen  voted  against  the  dis- 
missal, both  saying  they  thought  the  matter  had  not  been 
given  sufficient  consideration. 

SKOUSEN,  WHO  was  not  at  the  commission  meeting, 
said  the  dismissal  came  as  a great  surprise.  He  refused  to 
discuss  his  dispute  with  Mayor  Lee,  explaining  that  he 
wanted  to  give  the  facts  to  the  people  directly  on  a tel- 
evision broadcast  “and  let  the  people  draw  their  own  con- 
clusions.”

TELEVISION  cameras  cent- 
ered on  the  ebullient  Soviet 
leader,  apparently  recovered 
from  the  flu  which  caused  an 
eight-day  postponement  in  the 
trip,  as  he  stepped  from  hi^  jet 
plane  at  Orly  Airport. 

Behind  in  Moscow,  which  he 
left  five  hours  before,  the  So- 
viet press  sang  his  praises  and 
hailed  Soviet-French  “friend- 
ship.” Pravda  said  there  were

tween France  and  the  Soviet 
Union.” 

AHEAD  WAS  his  first  grand 
tour  of  France — a country  in 
which  about  25  per  cent  of  the 
electorate  votes  Communist. 

French  newspapers  — with 
some  exceptions  on  the  extreme 
right — urged  Frenchmen  to  re- 
ceive Khrushchev  courteously. 

FRENCH  security  forces 
sought  to  make  sure  there  were 
no  incidents.  They  spent  .nore 
than  800  iron  curtain  refugees 
to  the  island  of  Corsica  for  en- 
forced “vacations.” 

Police  even  questioned  inhabi- 
tants in  apartments  along  the 
route  of  the  procession  from  the 
airport  into  the  city. 

THOUSANDS  of  police  and 
firemen  stood  guard  on  roofs  and 
along  principal  thoroughfares.
